“If the investigation is au- 
thorized, and I believe it will 
be, I will appear as a witness and 
show that American motor car 
and truck buyers are paying a 
tribute of tens of millions to the 
trust.”’ 

He declared that the company 
has a complete monopoly in _ its 
field and that it succeeded in hav- 
ing the tariff on aluminum in- 
creased from 2 cents a pound in 
the Underwood bill to 5 cents a 
pound, or 150 per cent., when the 
Ford - McCumber: measure was 
framed by the Republican Con- 
gress.

U.S. RUBBER BILL 
RISES 250 MILLION 
IN CURRENT YEAR 


Most of Increase Due tq 
Higher Price Demand-

—Crude rubber imports 
for 1925 are expected to total 
about 860,000,000 pounds, 
representing an increase of 
125,000,000 pounds over the 
tota] for 1924. Therefore, the 
United States probably paid 
something like $250,000,000 
more for her crude rubber 
supplies this year than last 
These estimates are based on 
Department of Commercé 
figures. rn 

While the increased imports 
account for some of the larger 
outlay, the bulk of the excess Mm 
cost over 1924 is due directly 
the advance in prices demand 
by the British interests who con= 
trol the principal rubber produce 
tion of the world. November 
imports, which were the greatest 
of any month of the year up to 
December, amounted to 84,571,« 
583 pounds, valued at $56,27 1,0 
963. In November, 1924, imports 
totaled 75,199,471 pounds and 
were valued at $19,026,620. 

The total for the first eleven 
months of this year is placed at 
799,463,705 pounds, valued ag 
$364,665,478, as against 676,828 
026 pounds, valued at $158,309,03 
for-the corresponding period 
last year, making an increase of 
122,635,679 pounds in quantity and 
$206,356,444 in value. At curreng 
prices, according to the depart» 
ment’s figures, 1925 imports of 
crude rubber will cost the United 
States more than $400,000,000. The 
1924 average prices for the seve 
eral months of the year ranged 
from 20.1c in August to 264c in 
December. The year opened with 
a price of 24.6c. In 1925 the lowe 
est average price for any month 
was in January, when the pricé 
was 30.4c. 

Steady and in some 
sharp advances during the eleven» 
month period brought the price té 
66.5c as the average for November, 
The advances from 37.3c in June to 
46.4c in July, and from 53.2c in 
August to 62.1c. in September, were 
outstanding. 

It was pointed out at the Des 
partment of Commerce that these 
figures do not represent the heights 
to which the price of rubber hag 
{soared during the current year, 
The top figure of $1.20 a pound is 
| quoted as the peak point, while the 
high price at present is about $1.10 
a pound. 

Increases in imports this year 
have gone ahead in spite of efforts 
on the part of government officialg 
to curtail rubber imports and prose 
vide substitutes for imported crud6 
rubber. With the exception of Feb=
